To look at the breakers from the wa- 


terfront, it seemed that there was no 
mouth to the channel at all'. It seemed 
rather that one continuous line of tow- 
Ting water and boiling foam guarded 
the harbor, unwilling to allow the en- 
trance or exit of any -vessels. 


Buoys were torn from their moorings 


and senj wandering through the shal- 
low waters that hid the coral reefs, 
vessels lying at anchor. In naval row 
tugged threateningly at their hawsers 
as if anxious to make a sudden dash 
for the wharfs, small 
sailing craft, 


rowboats and pleasure boats of all de- 
scriptions were tossed hither and thlth- 
rr on the restless, choppy surface of 
the waters of the harbor.

HORSE NEARLY KILLED BY 


A LIVE WIRE LAST NIGHT 


F 


ALLEN electric light and telephone wires at the comer of Ltllha and School 


streets almost electrocuted a hack horse belong to driver Harrub of hack 
236 last night at 9 o'clock. A Chinese store was almost set on flre and a 


series ot accidents were averted by the prompt and heroic action of the police and 
several citizens. 


Ed. Mclnerny while walking toward Nuuanu street on School street discovered 


that a large algeroba tree had fallen across the street, carrying with It severoj 
wires. A hack was coming behind him. the driver evidently not knowlng-the dan- 
ger. Mr. Mclnerny shouted to him to drlvp on the left hand side of .the street. 
At the time he saw that a telephone pole had also fallen and its wires were en- 
tangled with those of the Government eWtrlr light. 
The telephone wires were 


not touching the electric light wires at that time and Mr. Mclnerny lifted them so 
that the horse and hack could pass,under. Instead of obeying his injunction the 
driver went to the right and was about •)<> feet away when he saw sparks flying 
and sputtering from the iron shoes of the hrrse. The horse fell down apparently 
dead. 
A telephone message was sent to the Poll™ Station for assistance. 
Deputy 


Sheriff Chillingworth, Captain, Fox and an officer went to the scene and found Mr. 
Mclnerny trying to cut the telephone wires with a hatchet. The officers prevailed 
upon him to Htop his dangerous action as there was a short circuit with a heavy 
voltage which would have killed a man ha,] It made the journey through him. The 
electric light company was telephoned and npked to shut oft' that current in that 
circuit 
Superintendent Cochran of the telephone company responded to a call and ren- 


dered valuable assistance in disentangling ihc wires. Mr. Mclnerny procured n 
pair of Insulated pincers and cut the wlr^s .1 round the horse and freed him from 
further contact with the electricity. Suporimendont Cochran managed to clear the 
telephone wires from those of the electric company by throwing a rope over them 
and pulling them away. In doing this one of the wires dropped down upon the cor- 
rugated Iron roof of a Chinese store and the entire neighborhood waa treated to a 
brilliant display of pyrotechnics. The street was lighted up by a glare as great as 
a dozen arc lamps could have given. 
After getting this wire clear Deputy Sheriff rhlllingworth feared, that the store 


might have caught flre. After repeated kno kinprR on the door the latter was broken 
down 
An investigation of the interior of th<. front portion showed that nothing 


had taken flre. They went to the rear and knocked several times and smashed In 
two doors in their quest and found the Oriental proprietor cnlmly. sleeping do- 
spite the terrific noise about him. When r, wakened he caught sight of the police 
star on Chllllngworth'a breast and made no protest against the breaking of his 
slumbers and mildly proceeded to patch i'r 'he shattered doors. 
Dr Rowatt, veterinarian, was called l,v telephone and after working upon the 


apparently lifeless animal and Injecting -Iruprn Into him. he finally got him to his 
feet 
Tho horse staggered and gasped and finally became quite docile.

Over to Molokai.

Manager Cross wore aSfemile of 


triumph last evening. Afterjfnonins of 
struggling with the mysterious forces 
Which Signer Marconi discovered and 
meeting with skepticism at every hand 
of late, he has the satisfaction of know- 
ing 'that his efforts have been crowned 
with success. 


Not only has the wireless communi- 


cation been established between the 
Islands of Oahu and Molokai, but the 
rest of the Islands—Maul, Lanai and 
Hawaii are linked by-the mysterious 
electrical waves which will make It 
possible for .all -to put. themselves In 
communication with their friends hun- 
dreds of. miles away in very short time. 


On Monday 
afternoon Expert-ln- 


Chlef Gray ^nd his assistants were fly- 
Ing a kite f-roin a wagon at Watalae. A 
set of wireless telegraph instruments 
were in the wagon. The kite was pro- 
vided with a wire point. Mr. Gray was 
endeavoring to put the kite wire and 
the station _af Kaimuki, not far distant 
into, active communication with each 
other.

Suddenly the? delica"'at Instrument .bet 


gan to tick, .jfcf liter' success-* was at- 
hand.. The paper'reel began to move 
unde>"theneedle automatically and the 
written character of the Morse Conti- 
nental code began to appear before the 
straining eyes of the expert and his 
assistants. 
Gradually the characters 


were formed and as the period was 
ticked off, Mr. Gray read.: 


"I have received your last six mes- 


sages." 


Expert Gray thought it was his as- 


sistant, Mr. Pletts, who is in charge of 
the Kaimuki instrument. He' placed 
his fingers on the sending key and in- 
quired if Pletts was sending the mes- 
sajg-e. Mr. Pletts replied "No, I think it 
is Hobbs." 


Mr. Hobbs was in attendance on the 


Molokai. Instrument near 
Lae o ka 


Laau pblnt. Mr. Gray directed his en- 
ergies to attracting the attention of the- 
Molokai instrument, and at 4:30 p. m. 
back came the message from Hobbs— 
and the wireless telegraph had come to 
stay. 


Then the little instrument began 


ticking its message in dots and dashea 
on the thin, narrow strip of paper 
which slowly unreeled from the big 
spool. 
All was quiet. The experts 


knew the code and read the characters 
off at a glance. Foot after foot of the 
paper was reeled off 
automatically, 


dots and dashes intermingling in an 
apparently unreadable string. 


Six feet or more had been printed 


when a final period was recorded and 
the instrument stopped. The expert 
tore oft the six teet of paper and with 
pencil filled In the letters designated by 
the cabalistic characters. When he had 
concluded the message was a ludicrous 
one. 


Expert Hobbs is a humorist. Despite 


the serious .situation brought about by 
the success of one of the most marvel- 
lous Inventions of the 19th centuriy, yet 
the very first authentic message flashed 
through .the air from Molokai to Oahu 
was a funny one, occasioned by Mr. 
Hobbs' 
experiences with 
Manager 


Cross' Chinese cook. The message was 
directed to Mrs. Cross and read: 


'To Mrs, Cross: Kindly kill Ah Sam 


for me because he did not pack up that 
small box nor the tin opener. My con- 
gratulations on your getting the first 
Molokal-Kaimukl wireless message. 


"T. E. HOBBS." 


Thus the Molokai channel, more than 


forty miles wide, was bridged In flve 
seconds, for the 
replies 
were 
made 


within that short space of time. 
Manager Cross was 
Informed 
as 


quickly as possible of the results of 
the experiments with the kite, and the 
Kaimuki 
station 
and 
preparations 


were made for the nerond test which 
took place yesterday morning. Among 
those present when the test was made 
were Mrs. Cross. Manager Cross, Ex- 
perts Gray and Pletts. and XV. R. Far- 
rington, secretary of the Wireless Tel- 
egraph Company. 


Mr.- Gray opened up the Instrument 


and sent the. call for the Molokai sta- 
tion. A wait of a tnlnute or two passed 


and he called again. 
Within fifteen 
seconds a reply came 'from

Hobbs. The time was taken by Mr. 
Farrlngton, who, watch in hand, wait- 
ed for the responsive ticking in the 
receiver. 
The message read: 


"Who are you, and how are you?" 
This ?eas the first time Manager 


Cross had heard the Kalmuki Instru- 
ment in connection with" the one across 
the channel, and he became as enthu- 
siastic as a boy. He threw his.hat In 
the air and demonstrated his pleasure 
by allowing a smile to lighten up. his 
worried features, for months of un- 
successful attempts to make the system- 
work have worried him.

A return message was sent to Mr. 
Hobbs telling him that the Kaimuki 
station was "talking," and telling him 
who were in attendance. 


"Good morning to Mr. and 
Mrs. 


.Crews." was the distinct answer read 
on the white tape. It continued: "Send 
me 200 'feet of two and one-half Inch 
by steamer leaving this afternoon." 
Thus it was established that the wire- 
less telegraph was not a toy or .an 
amusement;, but had a commercial 
•value beyond computation. 
Expert Gray states In explanation of 
the successful tests that the heavy 
rains of. the past month have caused 
the entire Kaimuki district to become 
damp,' thus giving the wires a wet 
grounding place; and accounting for 
the. present success. Despite this he 
says it would never do to leave the 
pole and instrument in its present lo- 
cation. He told Mr. Cross that 
It 
should be moved down near the seaside 
BO that in either the dry or wet season • 
,the ground wires will not be affected. 
By being established near the water 
the" wires will always be grounded in a 
damp place. All the other stations 
have sea-grounding connections. 


Another important change will also 


occur In the stations elsewhere. 
At 
present, for instance, there are three 
poles—one on Oahu, one on Molokai, 
and a third on Lanal. "Suppose," says 
Mr. Cross, "that Oahu and Lanai both 
commence talking at 
the- same 
time 


the messages will become jammed on 
the Molokai instrument and messages 
cannot be successfully recorded. 


"Mr. Gray believes that two poles on 


each Island should be erected, these to 
be connected by'telegraph wires on 
separate instruments. Thus the sya- 
tetn/complete would be as follows: One 
station #t Waialae, Oahu, which would 
connect Vlth a pole on windward Mo- 
loksU, thence a telegraph .wire--would 
jc'omiect It with a pole on the other side 
of Molokair A Jump would be .made . 
to a pole on the near side of Maul, 
thence a telegraph wire to 
connect 


with a pole on the opposite side, and 
thence a Jump to the pole at Mahu- 
kona, Hawaii. 
This would cut Lanal 


out of the system altogether. Lanal is 
not essential to the system, either com- 
mercially or scientifically. The system 
which we had already adopted, howev- 
er, made It imperative to use Lanai. 


"With the new system suggested by 


Mr. Gray which will be put into opera- 
tion, messages can be sent by wireless 
telegraph from one channel station to 
the other without fear of breaking into 
a message from the other side. 
The 


overland telegraph wire will take care 
of the messages between the channel 
stations. The messages will go straight 
to their proper destinations, for the 
first pole away from the transmitting 
instrument will Intercept them. 
This 


will delay the sending of regular mes- 
sages, but once established, wilr facili- 
tate the business veryvmuch." 


A telegraph line will be run 
from 


Waialae- to Mr. Cross' city office, where 
Mr. Hitchcock will attend to the tele- 
graph key, and receive messages from 
all comers.

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WHY A. S. HARTWELL WENT TO WASHINGTON 


Editor Advertiser:—There has been 


so much misunderstanding about my 
mission to Washington laat 
winter, 


that now that the elections here are 
over, I think it proper to make my 
first public statement concerning the 
objects I sought to accomplish there. 
as well as the occasion for the appoint- 
ment. 


Shortly after the publication of At- 


torney General Grigg's opinion of the 
Invalidity of all land sales and leases 
made by the Republic of Hawaii after 
July 7, 1898, the date of the annexation 
resolution, President "Dole informed me 
of the wish of himself and Cabinet that 
I proceed to Washington to represent 
this Government in regard to the land 
matters, and to remain there during 
the pendency of the Hawaiian Bill, in 
order to furnish requlrfd information 
concerning- Hawaii. 
The appointment 


of such a representative, he said, had 
been approved by President McKinley, 
there being no delegate In Congress or 
other representative of this Territory 
then in Washington. After reflection, I 
accepted the appointment. President 
Dole also desired me to attend as dele- 
gate from Hawaii at the International 
Commercial Congress in Philadelphia, 
and urged me to hasten there as it was 
to be convened at an early date. 
As to DOTe's appointment as Gover- 


nor, 
nothing was said to me by him.

Governor or not. He gave me no inti- 
mation of his wishes either before I 
left or at any time; but during the 
winter I received a letter from him dis- 
tinctly requesting me not to urge his 
appointment.

tage to the Republican party, because 
it will hasten as well as exemplify the 
removal from local politics of the race 
issue, an issue which is directed more 
against the.

About Islands, 


Climate Described as Delightful and 


the Push of the People 


Noted, 


The following is from the Philadel- 


phia Record and Is written by the pa- 
per's special correspondent who was 
here until recently: 


HONOLULU, Oct. 11.—"There Is no 


municipal government in Honolulu and 
never has been," said Governor San- 
ford B. Dole, "but in all probability 
municipal corporations will be granted 
in the near future by the Territorial 
Legislature. The citizens of Honolulu 
are already considering 
this matter, 


and studying the question—discussing 
it publicly, and seeking to form public 
opinion in the direction of this passible 
municipal system. This system will be 
so framed that it will provide for not 
only the cities, but the towns and vil- 
lages as well. 


UP-TO-DATE IN MANY THINGS. 
"While we have not the municipal 


form of government we have the condi- 
tions and many of the modern equip- 
ments—indeed, In many things we are 
right up to date. During the last two 
years we have expended about $20,000 
on public grounds, most of which has 
been within the capital city; over $62,- 
000 for a well-equipped fire department; 
$81,000 for maintaining water works 
systems in Honolulu, Walluku, Kahu- 
lui, Hilo, 
Laupahoehoe, and 
Koloa; 


more than $611,000 for roads, bridges and 
public works 
in general; 
and about 


$20,000 
for maintaining 
two 
electric 


light plants. 


"Our public health department is one 


of the best equipped and administered 
In the world. This, as you probably 
are aware, is due to the large number 
of lepers which we have to care for. 
Just for one item of segregation, sup- 
port and treatment of lepers there was 
appropriated $180,000 for the last two 
years, while, for the 
maintenance of 


the balance of the department, 
more 


than $300,000 more was provided. 


EDUCATION'S GREAT WORK. 


"One of the prides of our Island home 


is our public school system. The sum 
of $620,000 was appropriated for the de- 
partment of public Instruction for the 
past two years. Education has wrought 
a great work among these simple Isl- 
and people. One of the early mission- 
aries was Instrumental In starting a 
public school which was the beginning 
of our present perfected system. 


"When the Sandwich Islands Mission 


commenced Its operation in 1820, noth- 
ing like education was 
known in the 


islands. The vernacular 
tongue had 


not even been reduced 
to a written 


language. 
At the present 
time It Is 


rare to flod a native Hawaiian who 
cannot read and write his native lan- 
guage. And there is a rapid change 
going on, but without 
retrogression. 


It consists of a rapid advance towards 
an equally universal command of Eng- 
lish by the native people. 


"Fully 20,000 pupils were enrolled In 


the public schools of the islands for the 
last fiscal or school 
year, of 
which 


about 7000 were native Hawaiians, 4000 
Portuguese, 3000 part 
Hawaiians and 


the balance was made up of Chinese, 
Japanese, Americans, Germans, Brit- 
ish, Scandinavian, and a few other for- 
eigners. The average annual salaries 
of men are ST45.50, of women, $551.80; of 
all teachers, $631.80.
